issue without talking it to death, it’s useful to know 
how close to agreement people actually are. 

The Winslow Co-housing group in Seattle, which oper- 
ates by consensus, uses a clever visual tool to speed deci- 
sion-making while empowering every member of the group. 

Each person at their meetings is given five 3" by 5" cards 
of different colors. When someone in the group wants a 
“reading” of the group, members are asked to raise one of 
these cards:

V Green means “I agree - let’s go ahead.” 

\ Blue means “I’m neutral of have only a slight 
reservation.” 

y Yellow means “I have a question of need 
clarification.” 

V Orange means “I have a serious reservation, but not 
enough to block consensus.” 

Ņ Red means “I am against this and I will block the 
decision. 


When those cards are in the air everyone can see ata 
glance how close the group is to full agreement and, if not, 
what might be in the way. 

An earlier and simpler version of this system, developed 
by consultant Kay Tift, involves just three colors: 


V Green means go, or “Yes, I support your proposal.” 

V Orange means caution, or “Before I choose, I have a 
question or comment.” 

V Red means stop, or “I do not support you proposal.” 


As an alternative, Kay suggests using thumbs, with 
thumbs-up meaning yes, thumbs sideways meaning maybe, 
and thumbs-down no.
